1 block, 2 
memorials

Memorials become a 
familiar sight, testify to 
violence that plagues city

Mourners placed two bottles of Kendall 
Floyd’s favorite tequila on the ground, tied 
red and white balloons to a chain-link fence 
and scribbled rest-in-peace messages on post- 
ers set up in his honor. 

Anight earlier, the 20 -year-old had been fa- 
tally shot just steps away on Madison Street, 
about 2 miles west of the United Center. 

Floyd’s cousin, Shakirra Hilliard, wailed as 
she gazed at a photo of him taped to a poster, 
his middle finger playfully extended. 

“I wanna stay right here. I wanna look at 
my cousin,” she told a woman trying to con- 
sole her. “He didn’t do nothing!” 

It is a scene that plays out often on Chica- 
go’s toughest streets. Friends and loved ones 
erect a makeshift memorial on or near the 
spot of a violent death. It is a place to remem- 


ber, honor and grieve a sudden, tragic, some- 
times inevitable loss. The crude memorials 
can survive hours, days, weeks, months, even 
years amid harsh weather conditions. 

The memorials can be touchy subjects for 
police who fear they glorify violence in gang- 
related killings, but the displays of liquor bot- 
tles, teddy bears and candles serve as gathering 
spots for unofficial urban wakes. Neighbors, 
friends and relatives pray cry or just laugh at 
the memory of someone they have lost. 

The makeshift shrines have become a tes- 
tament to the violence that plagues the city 

“It’s a way that people pay homage to the 
fallen,” said James Pate, an artist who used de- 
pictions of street memorials to complement 
his paintings in the “Kin Killin’ Kin” exhibit 
last year at the DuSable Museum of African- 
American History on the South Side. “Once 
they’re weathered, they even take on another 
kind of appearance, the teddy bears drenched 
in rain. ... When they’re first put up, they al- 
most look festive.” 


These impromptu memorials could not be 
found 20 years ago, according to DePaul Uni- 
versity sociologist William Sampson, yet now 
they are part of the landscape in big cities 
across the country 

“I thought this was a little gaudy and out 
of control, but the purpose of gaudy is to get 
noticed,” Sampson, who heads the school’s 
Department of Public Policy recalled when 
he first noticed memorials years ago on TV 
news. Mourners, he said, are “trying to bring 
attention to not only the victims but to them- 
selves as well.” 

Floyd’s uncle, Cleodis Hilliard, a lifelong 
West Sider, understands too well the human 
toll represented by the memorials. 

‘A lot of my friends, they gone. They’re not 
here no more, so I’ve signed a lot of them,” 
Hilliard, 35, said last month while sipping a 
cup of Remy Martin cognac near his nephew’s 
memorial. “That’s the way we pay our re- 
spects. I don’t like funerals. I like to remem- 
ber people the way they were.” 


Overgrown weeds. Vacant land. A shut- 
tered convenience store. An unoccupied 
apartment 
building. The 
5900 block of 
South Normal 
Boulevard 
looks like so 
many other 
blocks in 
Englewood. 

But two 
trees on 
opposite 
sides of the 
block stand 
out. Each 
contains a 
memorial for 
a man who 
lost his life 
in the South 
Side neigh- 
borhood crippled by gun violence and 
rampant crime— Keith “Keke” Bonds and 
Anthony Martise Hopkins. 

Hopkins was fatally shot at 27 in May 
2009 on the east side of Normal. Messages 
are scrawled in blue marker across a T-shirt 
and another cloth. “DEAR LORD, YOU 
DONE TOOK SO MANY OE MY PEO- 
PLE, I’M JUST WONDERING WHY” 
read one. 

Hopkins’ mother, Debra, had no idea that 
the memorial to her son at the murder scene 
stiH existed until a reporter told her. 

“I’m kind of happy about it and kind of sad 
at the same time,” she said during an inter- 
view in her Ear South Side home. “I’m happy 
that people are still thinking about him, re- 
membering him. But I’m also sad because ... 
it happens so often. So many young men are 
getting killed and ... everywhere you go you 
see some kind of memorial out there.” 

Near a tree on the west side of the street. 
Bonds, 26, was fatally shot in September 
2012. It is now known by friends and loved 
ones as “Keke’s tree.” 

On what would have been Bonds’ 28th 
birthday last month. Jasmine Curry a close 
friend of his, and others gathered in front 
of the tree to remember him. Some drank 
Remy Martin cognac. Bonds’ favorite liquor. 

“People that lose their lives are easy to 
forget,” Curry said. ‘And we want people to 
ride past and see like, that’s somebody that 
people loved.’ ” tribune

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Vending machine 
for bike repairs 
now on Lake path

Jana Kinsman knows the hassle a sud- 
denly flat inner tube can cause a cyclist. 

Kinsman, 28, of Pilsen, rides her bike 
to and from the beehives serviced by her 
nonprofit organization, Bike a Bee. In 
case her bicycle needs work, she carries 
a patch kit and multi-tool wherever she 
goes, she said. But it’s common for other 
Bike a Bee riders to get caught without 
access to tools or spare parts. 

‘We take the Lake Street bike path out 
to one of our beehives, and there’s glass on 
every square foot of it, it’s so bad,” she said. 

Cycling Chicagoans like Kinsman and 
her crew often can’t make repairs on the 
fly away from a repair shop or commut- 
ing at hours when shops aren’t open. 

To solve the problem, Lakeshore Bike, 
a repair and rental shop, installed a vend- 
ing machine filled with bicycle parts at 
its 3650 N. Recreation Drive location, 
on the lakefront near Waveland Avenue. 

“There are commuters from 5 a.m. to 
10 p.m. at night, and I can’t be here all 
of those hours,” owner Demian March 
said. “This was an opportunity to tap 
into commuters who might run into 
trouble when there’s nothing open.” 

March hopes the decision to install 
the vending machine will pay off and al- 
low him to install more around the city, 
he said. So far the machine has been net- 
ting between $20 and $100 a day 

The bike-part vending machine, man- 
ufactixred by Minnesota-based Bike Fix- 
tation, is the second of its kind in Illinois 
and the first available to cyclists on the 
well-trafficked lakefront trail, where a 
flat tire or other maintenance problems 
can add an hour or more to a commute. 
The machine sells tools and parts such 
as inner tubes, bike locks and nutrition 
bars. It accepts payment by credit card. 

Kinsman thinks bike-part vending 
machines will be most effective if locat- 
ed on streets or paths with a lot of bike 
traffic— near Divvy bikeshare stations, 
for example. 

“The problem,” she said, “is if you get 
a flat, you can’t ride your bike to a bike 
shop or that vending machine.”

Young adults healthier?

More young adults report 
excellent health after 
enactment of Obamacare

Expanding the number of young adults with 
health insurance appears to have improved 
their health and saved them money according 
to a new study that is among the first to mea- 
sure the effect of the health care law that Presi- 
dent Obama signed four years ago. 

Starting in 2010, the Affordable Care Act al- 
lowed adults younger than age 26 to remain on 
their parents’ health plans, the first coverage 
expansion to take effect under the law 

Previous surveys have indicated that this 
provision, which remains among the law’s most 
popular, allowed millions of young adults to get 
health insurance over the past several years. 

The new study published in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, suggests 
the coverage expansion also measurably in- 
creased the number of young adults who re- 
ported that they are in excellent physical and 
mental health. 

Researchers also found a significant drop 
in how much young people were paying out 
of pocket for their medical care after the law 
went into effect. 

“The health insurance that people are gain- 
ing seems to be doing what it is supposed to 
do,” said Dr. Kao-Ping Chua, a pediatrician at 
Boston’s Children’s Hospital and the lead au- 
thor of the study 

The question of whether giving people in- 
surance makes them healthier, in addition to 
protecting them against financial risk, has re- 
mained controversial as debate over the fed- 
eral health law rages. The new research from 
Harvard University adds to growing evidence 
about the positive effects of insurance. 

Last month, a study of Massachusetts’ trail- 
blazing 2006 health law found a decline in 
mortality rates after the state began guarantee- 
ing health insurance. That study’s lead author. 
Dr. Benjamin Sommers, also co-authored the 
new paper. 

In the study of young adults, researchers 
used survey data from the federal Agency for 
Healthcare Research and Quality to compare 
the experiences of young adults, ages 19 to 25, 
who were eligible for coverage under the law, 
to those 26 to 34, who were not. The study 
covered the eight years before passage of the 
health law and one year after. 

Insurance coverage increased markedly 
among the young adults, while declining slight- 


ly among the older group. 

At the same time, young adults’ annual out- 
of-pocket medical expenses, including copays 
and deductibles, declined from an average of 
$546.11 in the period before the health law to 
$490 in 2011. 

By contrast, annual out-of-pocket medical 
costs for the older group increased from an av- 
erage of $626.66 to $644.82. 

Ybunger adults also reported feeling better, 
with nearly 31 percent reporting themselves in 
excellent physical health after passage of the 
law, compared to nearly 27 percent giving that 
rating before. 

The older group experienced a decline in 
self-reported health, with 21 percent report- 
ing excellent physical health after passage of 
the law, compared 23 percent before. 

How insurance may have contributed to 
the apparent health improvements remains 
unclear. The researchers did not detect any 
meaningful increase in the use of health care 
services among young adults after 2010. 

Chua speculated that the additional pro- 
tections from having health coverage may 
contribute to a greater sense of security and 
health, a phenomenon that other research on 
coverage expansions has detected. 

Tracking the young adult population over 
more years after they gained coverage may 
further explain the health impacts of insur- 
ance. 

Additional research also will be needed to 
assess the health impact of the broader insur- 
ance expansion that began this year under the

Unlike the young adults who joined their 
parents’ health plans, many of which were 
employer-provided plans, millions of the 
newly insured this year signed up for govern- 
ment Medicaid plans or for individual health 
plans, many of which have high deductibles. 

At the same time, the law’s critics argue 
that even if increased coverage improves 
health, it may not be worth the cost. 

Chua said the latest research cannot settle 
that question. 

“This study simply suggests that there were 
benefits to increasing health insurance,” he 
said. “I can’t say anything about value, per se.”

The Fifty/50 expected a big crowd Monday 
for the U.S. men’s national team’s World Cup 
game against Ghana.

Stuart Johnston, owner of the Globe Pub 
in North Center, said he’s noticed a stronger 
turnout for the 2014 World Cup games than 
in years past. 

“We’ve always been one of the most popu- 
lar soccer bars in Chicago and this year has 
been very much improved,” he said. 

“There are far more fans. On 
Saturday, we closed the doors 
at II a.m. {because we were 
at capacity] and it was one- 
in, one-out until 7 p.m. We 
had people waiting outside 
at 8 a.m. One of the guys was 
wearing an Ivory Coast shirt. 

I told him ‘"^bu realize they 
don’t play until 8 p.m., right?’ 
and he said, ‘"^ah, I just want to be 
sure I get in.’ {On Monday] we closed the 
doors at 3:30 p.m. And that was a workday”

» Reicher recommends that those who 
want a table at The Fifty/50 arrive 
three and a half to four hours before 
the game. 

» Fado spokeswoman Mallory 
McSweeney believes you 
will need to arrive by 
2 p.m. if you want a table ' 

at the River North Irish pub. 
She added that you’ll likely 
need to get there by 4 p.m. 
just to get in the door. 

» A.J. Hudson’s Public 
House spokeswoman Julia 
Shell recommends arriving 
around noon if you want a table 
at the Lakeview establishment, 
which, like the Globe Pub and Fado, is 
known for being a popular soccer bar. There 
is, however, more seating thanks to the out- 
door tent that has been added to the bar, in- 
creasing the space by at least a third, accord- 
ing to Shell. 

» Prefer a bar where you can arrive closer 



to game time to get a table? Try Public House 
^ in River North. Public House didn’t fill 
up until 15 minutes after game time 
Monday, manager Danielle Rodgers 
said. Still, she recommends larger 
groups make table reservations for 
Sunday’s match. 

» Another option is the outdoor 
watch party at Arvey Field in Grant 
Park. The i9-by-33-foot HD screen used for 
Monday’s match will be back Sunday as will 
ESPN, which again wiU feature a live look-in 
of the Grant Park crowd during its broadcast.

1t got to be that bad’

Former Bears quarterback Jim McMahon on 
Tuesday discussed his struggles with early on- 
set dementia and the depression that has ac- 
companied that. 

McMahon, one of the unfortunate faces of 
a generation of players who sustained mul- 
tiple concussions, will be honored Wednes- 
day at the Union League Club by the Sports 
Legacy Institute and the Chicago Concus- 
sion Coalition. 

In advance of the event, McMahon spoke 
at news conference Tuesday 

» “I try to stay as close as I could to her 
{girlfriend Laurie], because she would keep 
me from doing something stupid. I am glad 
I don’t have any weapons in my house or else 
I am pretty sure I wouldn’t be here. It got to 
be that bad.” 

» “I was originally diagnosed about five years 
ago. I was having a lot of problems with 
just forgetting the easiest things. Then I 
started getting some bad head pains, really 
sharp pains and a lot of dull pains, but it was 
constant. A lot of constant pressure on my 
skull.” 


»“I didn’t know what to do. I’d leave the 
house and I’d have to call Laurie on the way 
home and say: ‘I don’t know where I’m at. I 
don’t know how I got on this road.’ I told her. 
Aliens abducted me and put me over here.’ ” 

» “I can see how guys now ... how some of 
these guys have ended their lives, because 
of the pain. I was in that much pain my- 
self Especially when I was on an airplane. 
Everything gets pressurized. I literally had to 
squeeze my head for as long as the flight.” 

» “It got to the point where I wouldn’t come 
out of my room. I would be in there for 
weeks, months at a time. If I didn’t have to 
go be at an appearance, I was on my back in 
the bed. In a dark room.” 

» “It’s just very frustrating because I always 
considered myself a pretty tough guy and 
a pretty bright guy But to not remember 
people’s names after you just met them, not 
remember guys that you’ve known for years 
... it kept wearing on me and wearing on me. 
Finally I said everybody else has got to be 
feeling the same thing. And as I have talked 
to some ex- teammates, they were.”

Has Chicago’s near-obsession with every 
step of Lagunitas’ Bedford Park brewery 
construction proved too distracting? I was 
surprised at how little attention was paid to 
the city’s newest nano-brewery/restaurant 
hybrid, Moxee, which opened in early May in 
University Village. I thought the on-site Mad 
Mouse Brewing facility while small at just a 
3.5-barrel system, would attract its share of 
beer enthusiasts and college students. But on 
my recent Saturday night visit, the modern, 
120 -seat dining room was almost empty Does 
this make Moxee a well-kept secret? I tried to 
sort it out over dinner and drinks. 

The beer: Behind glass on the restaurant’s 
west wall. Mad Mouse Brewing churns out 
two house brews: a Kathmandu pale ale 
($5.50 pint) and a Schnickelfritz kolsch ($5.50 
pint). Both are balanced and pleasing, if not 
ground-breaking, and are solid debuts from 
homebrewer and former restaurant bever- 
age director Philip Zelewsky I wouldn’t be 
surprised to see Zelewsky and the Moxee 
owners— who own craft beer-focused taverns 
in Evanston and Buchanan, Mich. —open a 
larger, commercial brewery down the line. 
“We’re a destination brewery We’re not really 
looking to distribute beyond [Moxee and 
sister restaurant] Prairie Moon [in Evanston}. 
We’re just trying to brew in-house beers and 
hopefully one day we’ll get larger,” partner 
Robert Strom said. 

The food: Props to any restaurant that 
offers free cornbread— baked on-site daily— 
nearly as soon as you sit down. This (unlim- 


ited!) cornbread turns out to be a preview 
of what’s to come from dinner and Moxee: 
")hu likely will order Southern food. And 
receive lots of it. The menu is large, aiming 
for the something-for-everyone routine that’s 
appropriate near college campuses, but the 
Southern-inspired dishes are the specialty 


Moxee smokes its meats in a storefront two 
doors down from the restaurant, turning out 
pulled pork ($13.95), baby back ribs ($13.95 
half rack; $20.95 rack) and more. It’s sort 
of like a Cracker Barrel, except with better 
ingredients and no rocking chairs. I opted for 
a crawfish and shrimp po’ boy ($12.95), which

arrived open-faced on a cafeteria-style metal 
tray piled high with sweet potato fries and 
coleslaw I immediately regretted all the corn- 
bread I scarfed down, since my friend’s Three 
Sisters vegetarian hash ($13.95) was flavorful 
and also large enough to share. Students from 
nearby UIC can rest assured that sandwiches 
and entrees in the $9.95-$20.95 range likely 
will provide at least one meal’s worth of left- 
overs. I’m impressed that the food isn’t just 
about quantity either; flavors were bright, and 
my crawfish and shrimp were perfectly bat- 
tered and fried. 

The space: The space that formerly housed 
Junior’s Sports Lounge is nearly unrecogniz- 
able. “There were TVs everywhere. It was like 
a spaghetti of wires in here,” Strom said. “We 
brought it all down to base level to give it an 
open and airy feel.” The dining room is accent- 
ed by steel, reclaimed wood and rotating work 
from local artists. It’s low-key enough to wear 
jeans to, but not so laid-back that it would be 
inappropriate for a casual date night. 

The bottom line: I have a feeling Moxee will 
be a slow burn, the type of place that gains 
momentum based on positive word-of-mouth 
and the power of free cornbread. I hope to 
see the dining room full during my next visit.

Benjamin Booker entered into the summer as 
a relative unknown, but it’s a safe bet most of 
Chicago will know the singer/guitarist’s name 
by the time his self-titled debut drops in mid- 
August. 

The New Orleans-based musician, whose 
raw-nerve songs blur the line between punk, 
folk and Delta blues, makes his local debut 
Monday at the Empty Bottle.

Maybe like a week ago after we played in 
Amsterdam. I was a little worried the next day 
but it turned out to be aU right. 

A majority of the search results are still for a 
bodybuilder who shares your name. 

Oh yeah. I’m very familiar with Ben Booker 
the bodybuilder. I knew of him before I 
started to do the music thing. I was trying 
not to put too much stuff {online} in the 
beginning because I was hoping people would 
Google me and then see the bodybuilder. It 
would have been great if I could have showed 
up at concerts and people had only seen that 
Ben Booker. 

So you’re not him then? I’ve got like 17 ques- 
tions here about ab exercises. 

Oh, no! {Laughs.} 

Over the next three months you’re going to 
experience at least a year’s worth of career 
growth, going from the Empty Bottle to the 
Chicago Theatre to the Lollapalooza stage. 

That’s what it’s felt like recently It’s felt like 
things are moving really fast. It’s terrifying, 
and I’m definitely not ready But we’ll get it 
together and play some shows and hopefully 
everything goes all right.

your late-April performance on “Late Night”? 

Oh, man, that was the most terrifying day of 
my entire life. They literally do a countdown, 
like, “90 seconds, one minute ...” I felt like I 
was going to pass out onstage. Everyone who 
played that night peed like 15 times before we 
went on. I blacked out ... and three minutes 
later it was over. 

You’re opening a tour for Jack White, includ- 
ing a pair of shows here next month. Have 
you spoken with him yet? 

No ... He came and played New Orleans this 
week, though, and it was awesome. It was 
honestly one of the coolest shows I’ve ever 
seen. I’m excited to be seeing that every night. 

Is it true you had a White Stripes poster on 


your wall as a teenager? 

Oh, yeah. There was a Guitar World maga- 
zine that had this really cool cutout. I’ve only 
bought two CDs in my entire life. I bought 
Sonic "South’s “Sonic Nurse” and White 
Stripes’ “Elephant,” and I think they came out 
the same year because that was the only time I 
actually had the money to buy CDs.

BROUGHT TO YOU BY 
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What’s coming from 
the Big 3 in gaming?

Games, games and even more video games. 
That was the overwhelming theme of last 
week’s Electronic Entertainment Expo in 
Los Angeles — the three-day megaconference 
headlined by tech giants Sony Microsoft and 
Nintendo. 

Eor video-game makers to shout the praise 
of software might sound Hke the ultimate in 
no-duh obviousness, but much of the conver- 
sation from the Big Three over the past few 
years was about redefining gaming consoles 
as all-in-one digital entertainment platforms 
capable of delivering TV, movies and music. 
This time, companies used E3’s big stage to 
double down on their bread and butter: flashy 
action games, fantasy epics for the “Game of 
Thrones”-loving crowd and tried-and-true 
sports and shooter franchises. 

That’s especially true for Microsoft. After 
forcefeeding us consecutive Kinects, the 
company finally backed off last month by 
announcing plans to sell a Kinect-less Xbox 
One bundle for $400. Additionally Kinect 
was mentioned only in passing in reference to 
an upcoming “Dance Central” sequel. Instead, 
Microsoft dedicated a large chunk of time to 
hyping the release of “Halo: The Master Chief 
Collection,” a remastering of the first four 
games in the series, along with beta access 
to— surprise, surprise— “Halo 5: Guardians.” 

Sony exuded cool confidence, likely because 


it’s beating its archrivals in the war of new con- 
soles in terms of sales. Its E3 lineup included 
exclusives for PlayStation 4 like the so-cute- 
it-hurts “Little Big Planet 3” and “Uncharted: 
AThief ’s End,” the fourth adventure from 
the Indiana Jones clone. Sony also revealed a 
PlayStation TV capable of streaming games 
and a futuristic virtual-reality helmet for the 
PS4 called Project Morpheus, which looked 
intriguing even if it makes users resemble a 
goofy RoboCop. 

Critics have been writing eulogies for 
the Wii U, but E3 looked like the start of a 
comeback tour for Nintendo. The House that 
Mario Built came out swinging with a funny 
“Robot Chicken” animated presentation that 
showed off a few potential hits like the new 
“Super Smash Bros.” and a beautiful open 
world “Zelda” on Wii U. Kids zap each other 
with paint instead of bullets in a softer, but 
surprisingly fun shooter called “Splatoon.” 

Other big standouts: a four-player coopera- 
tive “Eable,” a men-vs.-monster shooter called 
“Evolve,” a second “Tomb Raider” prequel and 
“Batman: Arkham Knight,” which appears 
to lean heavily on the addition of the Batmo- 
bile. “Sunset Overdrive” also thrilled the E3 
attendees with a trailer showing a brightly 
hued action game about a cool, punk-rock 
dude’s extermination of mutants warped by a 
contaminated energy drink.

“I ran into so many people, even my friends, 
who said to me, ‘I know what happens to your 
character,’ ” she said during a recent phone 
call from her home in Germany “I always 
thought, ‘Oh God, I don’t want to hear it.’ But 
I knew from the beginning there wouldn’t be 
a happy end.” 

In Sunday night’s Season 4 finale, “The 
Children,” that fate finally came to pass. 
Tyrion (Peter Dinklage), aided by his broth- 
er Jaime (Nikolaj Coster-Waldau) and Varys 
(Conleth Hill) in a last-minute escape from 
execution, went to his father’s bedchamber 


to exact vengeance. But once there, he dis- 
covered Shae. Unable to forgive the betrayal 
(and the false testimony she gave at his trial), 
Tyrion strangled Shae with the same necklace 
he once gave her as a present. 

“I always try to keep myself out of any 
scene I act in, but still, shooting that scene 
was really emotional for me,” she said. “She 
spent four seasons really caring for Tyrion 
from the bottom of her heart. ... At the end, 
she was back to where she was before she met 
Tyrion. A prostitute.” 

Kekilli said her final scene was not the last 
one shot that day, so there wasn’t much time 
to mourn for her character or linger over her 
departure from the show But she did take 
one keepsake: the necklace that would end up 
killing Shae. She keeps it in a drawer. 

KekiUi’s version of Shae was distinctly differ- 
ent from how the character was portrayed in 
Martin’s novels. The literary Shae seemed more 
ambiguous in her intentions, while Kekilli’s 


Shae was more obviously committed to T^i- 
on. The version viewers saw on TV had more 
depth, but it also makes her death more tragic. 

“I first met George R.R. Martin in Los 
Angeles for the second or third season pre- 
miere,” she said. “The first thing he said to 
me was, ‘Your Shae is better than my Shae.’ I 
was honored.” 

Kekilli says those characters were little 


known in Germany when she first got cast 
in 2010. Although the novels were available 
there, they weren’t known outside of hard- 
core fantasy fan circles. Four years into the 
TV show, all that has changed. 

“One friend said, ‘Sibel, you want a Chanel 
handbag, right? Let’s make a deal. Y)u give me 
a {“Game of Thrones”} script and I buy you 
the handbag,’ ” she said. “I said, ‘No. Never!’ ”

Colin Hanks: No 
more Mr. Nice Guy?

Colin Hanks has a knack for playing good 
guys —which has not always been a good thing. 

Hanks made his mark in 2002’s “Orange 
County” Since then, his boyish looks, lanky 
frame and amiable personality have been his 
calling card and have led to memorable roles 
in the sci-fi drama “Roswell,” HBO’s “Band of 
Brothers” and the short-lived Fox buddy cop 
comedy “The Good Guys.” 

“That’s the stereotype of me,” said the 
3 6 -year-old actor, who is the son of actor Tom 
Hanks. “That’s the pigeonhole Fm in, and Fm 
constantly trying to break out of that.” 

His latest role on FX’s critically acclaimed 
10 -episode dramedy “Fargo,” which wrapped 
up its season Tuesday may help him do just 
that. As with the movie, which served as its in- 
spiration, the TV series is flavored with darkly 
comic moments, offbeat characters and gut- 
wrenching moments of explosive violence. 

In the series. Hanks plays a familiar mor- 
ally upright, sympathetic and occasionally 
hapless police officer named Gus Grimly But 
it quickly becomes a more complicated por- 
trayal when his character meets up with the 
evil Lome Malvo (Billy Bob Thornton). 

‘A lot of Gus was frustrating to me,” Hanks 
said. “He’s got a lot of the nice guy stuff that 
I’ve been trying to buck. But the way it was 


written and directed, it’s the best version of 
this type of guy” 

“Fargo” creator Noah Hawley had high 
praise for Hanks: “Colin was born to play this 
role— it really shows what he is capable of 
He’s got that impossible-to-quantify likabil- 
ity but he’s never been put through his paces 
like this.” 

Hanks is part of a high-powered ensemble 
that includes Oscar winner Thornton, Mar- 
tin Freeman, Keith Carradine, Bob Oden- 
kirk and Oliver Platt. And it’s his character’s 
romantic relationship with the smart and 
persistent Molly Solverson (Allison Tolman) 
that serves as the loving, beating heart of 
the drama. 

Bonding with Tolman and the rest of the 
cast helped Hanks tolerate the often brutally 
cold weather conditions (the series was filmed 
during winter in Calgary Canada). 

“When they’re wrapping the camera in an 
electric blanket, that’s not a good sign. But 
the cold is a character,” he said. “It’s what peo- 
ple remember from the film, along with the 
accents and the wood chipper.” 

Hanks said he doesn’t have any immediate 
projects but is hopeful that “Fargo” will open 
up new and more diverse roles: “The kinds of 
things I want to do may become a little more 
possible now”
